ON EVE OF HIS TRIAL | 


Opponents of Sulzer Predict 
That He Will Resign His 
Office Rather Than Face 
Cross-Examination. 


A¥bany. N. Y., Sept. 17.—The stage 
fe set for the opening at noon tomor- 
of the trial of the impeachment 
of William Sulzer, governor of New 
York, before the first high court of 
impeachment ever convened [n_ this 
State to pass upon charges filed against 
her chief executive. 

While Governor Sulzer conferred to- 
night with his counsel, members of the

ceedure on the morrow. Members of 
the court of appeals and the senators 
who jvintly compose the high court, 


also mapped out thelr plan of action. 
Sulzer Reported Cheerful. 
Friends of the |mpeached executive 
repeated their assertions that he js In 
good spirits. confident of a verdict that 


will clear his name of the stigma cast 


upon jit by tne adoption of the arti- 
cles of impeachment. They were no 
less certain that he had no thought 
of resigning and thus escaping the 


ordeal of what promises to be a lengthy 
trial.On the other hand, his opponents 
were free in expressing the opinion 
that after thelegal preliminaries had 
been swept away and the taking of 
testimony had hegun the governor 
would surrender his office rather than 
face cros-examination. 

From the 
intimation of nis defense. 

There were only surmises. These, in 
effect, were that his counsel first would 
attack the validity of the impeachment 
on the ground that the assembly had 
no authority to adopt the articles while 
in extraordinary session and that ef- 
forts would be made to prevent sen- 
ators who served on the Frawley com- 
mittee and those who may be called 
on to testify from sitting as judges. 

If the preliminary objections are 
overruled—and !t is the general opin- 
fen tonight that they will be—it Is 
vnderstood that the governor will base 
his defense on the claim that what-. 
ever he may have done prior to his 
inauguration last January none of his 
acts while executive constitutes a high 
crime or a misdemeanor. - 

No Delay Anticipated. 

The bellef that the preliminary le- 
gul technicalities will be quickly dis- 
fposed of ts strengthened by the asser- 
tion tonight of Chief Judge Edgar M. 
Cullen, of the court of appeals,. who 
will preside over the deliberations<of 
the high court, 

“T anticipate no delay either in the 
opening or the course of the trial,” 
he declared. “I expect we shall be 
able to decide the preliminary legal 
questions that may be raised within 
a few hours and proceed with the 
taking of testimony possibly on Fri- 
day morning.” 

The proceedure to be followed, or- 
der of voting and other details, Judge 
Cullen said, probably would he decid- 
ed by a committee composed both of 
judges of the court and senators. An 
{important development today was the 
announcement by Chairman Levy of 
the assembly managers that John B.

If material for these spasms is not forthcoming, it has often been known to 
resort to invention. Its editorial views are biased, bushwhacking and uncandid. 


Another type is the feature newspaper. It is much milder than the first, but their programs have something 
in common. It is always i in search of the picturesque, the unique, the bizarre. Often it prints accurate news. 
Oftener the news is ‘‘muffed’’ or obscured or muddled in the effort to distort a feature out of it. It abounds 
in graphic pictures. Its editorial, like its news policy, is casual, flippant and happy-go-lucky. 


(A third type is the ultra-conservative newspaper. 


Some mighty fine sheets are in this class. Most of them 


lean too far backward. They are afraid of progress in the news and public issues until progress has grown 


whiskers. An innovation generally gives them the palsy. 
They never like to get from under the shadow of the established order. A great big world-thrill- 
ing event generally leaves them with a steady pulse-beat.

These quote even lower prices than 
the regular markets, but as there are 
very few of these in comparison with 
the markets which do deliver their 
goods, their prices were not taken 
into consideration In making up a 
table of comparisons. 

These marketmen declare they can 
sell cheaper because they sell for 
cash and do not keep wagons, mules 
and boys to deliver. The groceryman 
and marketman whe deliver in the 
old-fashioned way, always shakes his 
head and says, “These fellows Just 
don’t sell the class of goods we do, 
that's all” The only way for Mrs. 
Housewife to find out ab-ut this is to 
take the old-fashioned method of 
“tryin' out ‘em both,” provided she 
has a willing servant or doesn’t mind 
lugging a market basket herself. 


Believe Price Should be Higher, 

In reference to the rise in whole- 
sale prices, which the retail men say 
has come about steadily here lately, 
several of them asserted that they 
would raise thelr retail prices, but 
for the competition in Atlanta, and 
that they ought in justice to them- 
selves, go up about two and a half 
to five cents a pound on meats. 

Should this come about the howl 
that Mr. Bill Payer, who despite his 
different name, is the husband of Mrs. 
Housewife, in all well regulated fami- 
lles, would be something awful, es- 
pecially right now when the entire 
country is talking about the high 
cost of living. 

Staunch supporters of the Demo- 
cratic party declare that a bill in- 
troducéd by one Osear W. Underwood 
and which seems about to become a 
law, will greatly lower the price of 
foodstuff. and !f it does go through, 
the retail men, or at least most of 
them, believe that they will be able 
to lower prices and still make a 
little more profit, and they say they 
are making very Httle now. 

In other cities which are mentioned 
in the government figures, Detroit 
seems to have the advantage over all. 
In that city, which fs mostly famous 
for {ts automobiles, and where thou- 
sands of high class mechanics draw 
fancy salaries, sirloin steak is quoted 
as costing only 20 cents a pound, and 
round steak, 18 cents. Pork chops 
are listed as 20 per pound; bacon, 23: 
ham. 24c; eggs, 22, and butter, 3y 
cents, 

The other cities show a gradual tn- 
crease from that until the figures get 
up to those quoted for Atlanta, which 
puts the Gate City next to the “Hub 
of the Universe’ for high cost of 
eating.

Effort to Secure Such Contract 
and Modify the Clarke Tax on 
Deals 

_ Aid Sought. 


in Futures—Wilson’s 


By John Corrigan, Jr, 

Washington, September 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Strong efforts are being made 
to have President Wilson help in se- 

. curing an amendment of the Clarke 
futures tax which will require the 
New York cotton exchange to adopt an 
honest contract based on government 
standard grades of cotton. 

The house conferees are in favor of 
modifying the Clarke amendment. The 
house has once gone on record in fa- 
vor of abolishing speculative trading 
entirely by denyjng the use of the 
mails or wires for carrying on such 
business. Pressure now !s being ex- 
erted to reform the exchange contract 
rather than abolish the exchanges. 

Advocates of the new plan believe 
this can be done through the use of 
the government's taxing power. It will 
Tequire government standard grades 
to be tendered on contracts by attach- 
ing severe penalties to the tender of 
“dog-eared” or waste cotton. 

As Conditions Are Now. 

As conditions are now the New 
York exchange arbitrarily fixes the 
Dremiums and discounts on the grades 
above and below middling cotton twice 
@ year. No matter how much these 
grades may fluctuate in the spot mar- 
ket, the arbitrary value given them 
on the exchange is not changed. 

It would be just as reasonable to 
try to fix in advance the difference be- 
tween the value of New York Central 
and Georgia Central railroad sock 
throughout the year. It could be done 
with just as much justice or reason. 

Senator Hoke Smith. of Georgia, who 
fought for the Smith-Lever compqromise 
agreement in the senate caucus, said 
today he doubted if the Clarke amend- 
ment would prohibit gambling. The 
tax would simply be passed on to the 
cotton farmer through deducting that 
much from the price offered to him 
for his staple, he said. It might pre- 
vent some speculative sale where $1 
or $2 a bale is put up as margin, but 
would not prevent the great volume of 


gambling. 

“What we ought to do.” said Senator 
Smith, “is to require the cotton ex- 
change to be a real cotton market, 
where uw man could buy a contract re- 
deemable fit cotton he could spin. Such 
exchanges would furnish a wider mar- 
ket) for cotten and advance. prices. 
The custom which permits a trade to 
tender weste cotton at a grossly un- 
fair valuation artificially fixed on it is

Substitute for Clarke Amendment. 
A substitute for the Clarke amend- 
ment submitted to the ‘conferees 
by Representative Lever, of South 
Carolina, would provide that the tax 
of 50 cents per bale, shall not be as- 
sessed where the cotton contracts call 
for the regular government grades, 
and such grades actually are deliv- 
ered; or where the difference in price 
is paid if another grade is delivered. 
This and otherc hanges will be con- 
sidered, in the bellef that the cotton 
futures amendment flinally will be 
retained as a regulartory provision as 
well as a revenue raising feature. 

Representative Lever said today that 
his substitute for the Clarke cotton 
futures amendment had the approval 
of many southern senators, with whom 
he had talked. 3 

The proposal is in the nature of a 
compromise, and was drawn by Mr. 
Lever after conferences with experts 
of the department of agriculture, and 
Postmaster General Burleson. It 18 in- 
tended to regulate cotton exchange 
contracts rather than abolish the ex- 
changes. 

Under the substitute, If actual de- 
livery of cotton sold on exchange were 
not made, a settlement would be re- 
quired on the basis of actual com- 
mercial differences as established in 
the spot cotton market, for six days 
previously, between the grade tender- 
el] and the basic grade named on the 
contract, which is usually middling 
cotton, A nominal tax of 5 cents per 
bale would be imposed for non-deliv- 
ery. 


What Exchange Mep Say. 


Representatives of the cotton ex- 
changes have presented objections to 
such a compromise, and have asked 
that a small tax be levied—approx!- 
mately the same as that imposed as 
a revenue raiser during the Spanish 
war—and government commission be 
created to study the taxation of cot- 
ton futures as an economic measure, 
The cotton men who object to the 
compromise declare that the taxing of 
cotton, for which the government has 
created standard types, will cover 
only certain grades of white cotton, 
and will exclude not only certain low- 
er grades of white cotton, but also so- 
called tinged and stained cotton, 
which normally constitutes abvut 20 
per cent of the crop, and which they 
claim in years of storm is a much 
greater proportion. 

The effect of the compromise, they 
say, would be to lift a tax described 
by them as ‘destructive’ and “pro- 
hibitive’ from only a portion of the 
crop.

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ENGLAND THREATENED. 
BY GREATEST STRIKE 


Lockouts of Workmen Seem 
Likely to Cause General 
Labor Trouble. 


London, September 17.—England is 
threatened with the most serious 
strike in history, according to union 
leaders here today. 

The trouble began with lockouts of 
many workmen in Dublin last week, 
due to a strike of transport workers 
because of the employment of non- 
union laborers. The sympathetic 
strike of Liverpool dock workers and 
railroad employees there and at Bir- 
mingham already ‘has crippled the 
three great trunk railways serving 
the midland counties of England and 
the Manchester Ship Canal company 
also is contending with a strike of 
dock laborers. 

At Liverpool seven of the great 
freight depots were idle this morning 
and others are likely soon to be 
closed. All attempts have failed to 
settle the Dublin trouble. The diffi- 
culty of- getting provisions into the 
Irish capital has become so great that 
it is believed the markets there will be 
closed, 

London has been only indirectly af- 
fected by the railroad strikes. The 
metropolis is more interested in the 
threatened strike of motor omnibus 
drivers because the emplovers refuse 
to allow employees to wear union 
badges. The men met today and pass- 
ed a resolution favoring a strike, 
which would tie up all the motor omni- 
buses and tube lines in London.

THAW AND STATE RIGHTS. 


The Thaw extradition proceedings in 
New Hampshire promise to develop a deli- 
cate if somewhat exasperating question of 
state rights, and that “twilight zone” be- 
tween state and federal authority so pic: 
turesquely described by Mr. Bryan. 


Federal Judge Aldrich vas intimated to 
William Travers Jerome, and other legal 
representatives of New York state, that he 
is already in doubt concerning the constitu- 
tionality of their contentions. He shows 
that, by the admission of counsel itself, it is 
sought to extradite Thaw upon the basis of 
a crime committed by his escape from Mat- 
teawan. Judge Aldrich expresses his doubt 
if such an act, committed by an assumably 
insane person, constitutes a crime. He 
wants authorities and precedents, though he 
has carefully disowned any intention of 
fixed bias. 

Irrespective of the intrinsic merits of 
the Thaw case, or the degeneracy or sound- 
ness of the man himself, this peculiar turn 
serves to illustrate the overlapping and 
sometimes conflicting nature of state and 
federal jurisdiction, and, in the last 
analysis, of the potency of our old and un- 
lovely friend, the legal technicality. 

The question raised by Judge Aldrich 
does not. it must be remembered, touch the 
It simply turns upon 
the naked technicality as to whether, under 
the federal constitution, New York has the 


right to demand from New Hampshire the 
removal of one of the citizens of New York 
who escaped from her asytum for the in- 
sane. In other words, Thaw might be 
guilty of all the crimes in the calendar. 
Yet if the position of Judge Aldrich is cor- 
rect, the quibble as to whether an escape 
from an as}lum is a crime under the federal 
constitution may permit him to escape in- 
definitely. 

Of such insecure texture is the machin- 
ery in this country for the apprehension 
and punishment of criminals. Should the 
case go to the supreme court, and Judge 
Aldrich’s tentative views be sustained, we 
face a painful and discouraging vista. 

The time approaches When the line of 
legal demarcation between state and nation 
must be made unmistakably clear, or the 
statutes of both radically revised. What- 
ever Americans may think of Thaw person- 
ally, we do not believe they will approve a 
policy which would make the federal con- 
stitution a refuge for convicted criminals.

Voices of reconciliation from men in the 
north and the south have been plentiful, and 
their tone final. The eloquence of Grady 
and the cordiality of McKinley and Roose- 
velt and of Tanner and of Gordon and of 
Evans have gone far to weld the Ameri- 
canism that is today the universal birth- 
Tight.

In the past the women of the south have 
given evidence of forbearance and forgive- 
ness. It is to be doubted if these qualities 
have ever been so dramatically shown as in 
the present instance. The fraternal greet- 
ings, unstilted and fervent in spirit, are 
sent to the commander of the survivors in 
blue meeting on a southern field drenched 
with the mutual blood of northerner and 
southerner. The glory of the nation, and 
not of north or of south, is ministered to 
by all battlefields. That is the substance 
of Mrs. Lamar's statement. Coming from 
the daughter of the late Congressman 
James H. Blount, himself a confederate vet- 
eran of brilliant record, these greetings 
have poetic pertinence. 

When women forget and forgive, then 
the final word is spoken in the healing of 
ancient wounds. And Mrs. Lamar speaks, 
not alone for the organization of which she 
fs the, head, but for southern women gen- 
erally. The incident furnishes one of those 
azraceful and fragrant little chapters that 
mean so much in the closer understanding 
of a reunited people.

The attitude of Americans toward ‘The 
Star Spangled Banner” is just another proof 
of the adage that you may lead a horse to 
water but you cannot make him drink.

“SWHO WAS THE LAURA OF’ PeTRaRcH? 


Readers. generally are familiar with the: 


love poems of Francesco Petrarch, the great 
Italian poet, written to Laura. For many 
years there has been a literary controversy 
as to who was Laura, and whether she ac- 
tually existed or was a creature of the poet's 
imagination. Petrarch claimed to have first 


seen Laura on April 6, 1837. in the Church 


of St. Clara, at Avignon. 

Who Laura was remains uncertain. still. 
That she was the daughter of Audibert.de 
Noves and the wife of Hugh de Sade rests 


Partly on tradition and partly on documents 
which the Abbe de Sade professed: to have | 


copied from originals tn the eighteenth cen- 
tury. Nothing is now extant to. prove it, if 
this lady really existed, she was the Laura 
of the “Conzaniere,” while there are reasons 
for suspecting that the Abbe was either 
a fabricator of a romance flattering to his 
own family, or the dupe of some previous 
impostor. 

In view of much that has been written 
on the subject we may: however, reject the 
skeptical hypothesis that Laura was a mere 
figment of Petrarch’s fancy; and, if we ac- 
cept his personal reality, the poem of her 
lover demonstrates that she was a married 
woman with whom he enjoyed a-respectful 
and not very intimate friendship. 

One writer says: .“She is continually 
mentioned with such definitenes# as to make 
impossible the suggestion of Boccaccio that 
she was a mere idealized abstraction.” In 
his “Memoirs of Petrarch”: the Abbe de Sade 
set forth the claim of his ancestor, Laura 
de Sade, nee de Noves, to be identified with 


the Laura of Petrarch. Like the’ poet's Laura, 


she died April 6, 1348, and was, it seems, 
buried on the same day, because she died 
of the plague, and in the Franciscan Church. 
Besides, both were married and had many 


children—Petrarch says eleven. The identi- 
fication, he thinks, is fairly well estab- 
lished. 


When Petrarch first saw Laura he was 
21 years of age. and she not yet 20, though 


already married: and from that minute to | 


her death, upward of twenty years, he be- 
stowed on her a poet's devotion, making her 
the theme of that wonderful series of son- 
nets which constitute the bulk of his poet- 
ical writings, raving of her beauty, her gen- 
tleness, her many admirable qualities. and 
yet so controlled by her prudence that the 
history of Laura de Noves is as pure as it is 
interesting. 

It fully appears that the life of Laura 
could not have been happy. though it must 
have been a proud delight to have been 
the subject of such verse and the talk

may have been pleasure mixed with the bit- 
terness—the pleasure of making verses, of 
winning fame—thete must have been a solid 
substratum of real passion for this one 
theme to have engrossed a long life. 

We may quote a fragment of Petrarch's 

correspondence as an interesting bit of com- 
ment: “You are befooling us all.” writes 
the Bishop of London from Rome to Avig- 
non, where Laura resided, and from whence, 
now nine years after his first meeting with 
her, the poet still continued to pour forth 
his sonnets. “And it is wonderful that at 
so tender age” (his age was 31) “you can 
deceive the world with so much art and 
success. Your Laura is a phantom creature 
of your imagination for the exercise of your 
poetry. Your verse, your love, your sighs, 
are all a fiction; or, if there is anything 
rea! in: your passion, it is not for the lads 
Laura, but for the ‘laurel’ that is the crown

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BLACK WHO WIELDED AX | 


Negro Who Attacked Bodiford 
Family at Cairo Pleads 
Guilty at Trial in Macon. 


Macon, Ga. September’ 17.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Ed Leconte, the negro who at- 
tacked the family of Mr. and Mrs. 
George Bodiford and their children at 
Cairo two months ago with an ax, in- 
flicting such dangerous wounds that 
both Mr. and Mrs. Bodiford are not 
yet out of danger, entered pleas of 
guilty to six felony indictments here 
today at a special term of court con- 
vened for the purpose by Judge Frank 
Park, of the Albany circuit. 

Four of the indictments were for as- 
sault with intent to murder and two 
for attempt to rape. On the first four 
the negro got ten years each and on 
the last two twenty years each. There 
are still two indictments charging as- 
sault with intent to murder which are 
held up pending the outcome of the 
injuries of Mr. and Mrs. Bodiford. They 
have very little chance of recovery, 
both having been practically brained 
by the negro. 

Judge Park stated that if either Mr. 
or Mrs. Bodiford died from their in- 
juries the negro would be brought 
back from the penitentiary and tried 
for murder. The judge stated that he 
was sorry he could not sentence the 
negro to hang for his crime, for it was 
heinous enough to deserve it, but that 
the law was insufficient in such cases. 

Leconte will be assigned to a convict 
camp in the northern part of the state 
far distant from the scene of the crime. 

Judge Park would not consent to 
try the negro in the Albany circuit be- 
cause of the intense feeling that pre- 
vails there against him.

Chicago. Ill, September 17.—The six 
sections of the International Congress 
and Exposition of Refrigeration ar- 
Tanged their temporary organizations 
today preparatory to a week's discus- 
sion of the most modern means of pre- 


serving, conserving and transporting 
foods. The first day of the congress 
was devoted chiefly to a welcome by 
the city officials and to the examina- 
tion of the exhibits which fiil the large 
amphitehater at the Union Stock 
)ards. The discussion and arguments 
on the problems of refrigeration will 
begin tomorrow, 

The six sections of the congress are 

1. LAquid gases and units. 

2. The design, construction, opera- 
tion and methods of testing refrigerat- 
ting machinery and insulating mate- 
rials. 

3. The application of refrigeration 
to fvods for the purpose of conserving 
@nd preserving them 

4. The use of refrigerating® appara- 
tus in the Industrial arts. 

—. Consideration of refrigeration in 
railway and steamship transportation. 

6. Consideration of questions relat- 
{ng to legislation and administration. 

Dr. Wiley on Coat of Living. 

The cost ¢f living and means of re- 
ducing it were discussed by Dr. Har- 
vey W. Wiley, former chief of the 
chemistry division 0° the department of 
agriculture, 

The inereasing price of food is not 
due solely to {ts searsity.’ he said 
“There never was a time when man 
was so well fed as at the present. We 
do nof have to lonk far to see the 
cause of the inereased cost of food. 

"First, people are eating better 
foods than ever hefore, and second, 
the purchasin medium, namely zold. 
§s relatively Fie more abundant than 
ever before, henve the quantity of 
food it will purchase is dectdedly less. 
The great staples, the cereals, how- 
ever. are uot at expensive at the pres- 
ent time as during tne past 

“For a days labor, a man can buy 
more wheat than he could 05 or 69 
vears ago. It is the part of selentific 
nutrition as well as social economy to 
increase the quantity of cereals in 
our foods and to diminish those nutri- 
ents which are of Jess necessity and 
of increasingly higher price. 

“To my mind, it seems, the most im- 
portant factor of the day is to check 
the aggregation of men In the cities 
and to encourage the distribution of 
the great Industries where men are 
employed.

AY THAW GRETED 


BY CHEERING CROWDS 


His Trip From Littleton to Con- 
cord Was a Continuous 
Ovation. 


Concord, N. H., September 17.—Harry 
K. Thaw was brought to the capital of 
New Hampshire this afternoon to 
await a hearing before Governor Felker 
on Tuesday next on the matter of his 
extradition to New York. If extradi- 
tion is refused he will be a free man 
to gO where he will within the borders 
of this state; {f it is granted, his case 
will be reviewed by the United States 
district court on a writ of habeas cor- 
pus granted by Judge Edgar Aldrich, 
and perhaps appealed to the supreme 
court of the United States. 

Thaw reached here from Littleton, 
N. H.. where yesterday his lawyers ob- 
tained a continuance of the federal 
writ of habeas corpus !n his behalf, 
shortly after 2 o’clock this afternoon. 
A crowd which cheered him with lusty 
enthusiasm gathered at the station and 
followed him +o his hotel. Tonight he 
remained in seclusion, conferring with 
William A. Stone, ex-governor of Penn- 
sylvania, who has acted in the double 
capacity of counsel for Thaw and per- 
sone representative for the Thaw fam- 
{ly. 

Thaw Sleeps in “Throne Room.” 

The statehouse stands almost direct- 
ly opposite the Eagle hotel, where 
Thaw 1s held under the joint custody 
of United States Mafshal Nute and 
Sheriff Drew, of Coos county. The 
structure was built in 1818 and, except 
for additions, stands as jn the original. 
Thaw slept tonight in “the throne 
room” cof the Eagle hotel, quarters 
made famous as the conference head- 
quarters of New Hampshire politicians 
in days gone by and since occupied by 
| Taft and Roosevelt on their campaign 
) tours. 

The curious, the sympathetic and the 
enthusiastic greeted Thaw at every 
station between here and Littleton to- 
day. Two women schocl teachers, a 
minister and a venerable man of 80 
were among the many who wished him 
good luck and good cheer. 

At Plymouth, where the fugitive 
lunched, the restaurant proprietor pre- 
sented him with a box of cigars. Thaw 
promptly purchased two boxes of cigar- 
ettes and left them with the remark: 
“Give these to Jerome.” 

Rooms had been reserved in the 
Fagle hotel tonight for Mrs. Mary 
Copley Thaw. mother of. the fugitive, 
ani for Josiah Thaw, his brother. 
Neither came, but Thaw said he expect- 
ed them in the morning. 

Thaw Plays Piano. 

Thaw celebrated his court victory of 
yesterday over William Travers Je- 
rome by playing the piano in the par- 
lor of the hotel where he had been 
quartered at Littleton. Around him 
Sat an admiring throng of hotel pat- 
rons. je played classical 
mostly and avoided ragtime. For over 
an hour he wes at the piano and he 
would have played longer had not his 
custodians, United States Marshal 
Nute and Sheriff Drew, told him it was 
bedtime.

Recognition will. under 
no circumstances, be accorded Vic- 
toriano Huerta. /This 1s known from 
unquestioned sources. 

Huerta May Put im Friend. 

Reports that Huerta Intended to se- 
cure the election of some friend who 
might subsequently appoint Huerta tu 
a post in the cabinet and resign in 
his favor are causing some uneasiness, 
for If the election is constitutional the 
position of the United States toward 
Huerta then might be embarrassing, 
It $s said to be quite probable, how 
ever, that no matter who is elected 
next month the Washington govern 
ment will hold aioof for some time un- 
tll it {gs convinced that stability and 
peace have been accomplished and that 
the choice of an executive is approved 
by the Mexican people.

American Refugees Think U. S. 
Ought to Protect Their 
Mexican Property. 


San Diego, Cal, September 17.—A 
Statement setting forth their 
for leaving Mexico was issued today 
by those who arrived here aboard the 
cruiser Buffalo from the west coast of 


brought 139 refugees, who were landed 
here, the ship proceeding to San Fran- 
cisco. 

The statement follows: 

“On Board United States Steamer 
Buffalo, September 16, 1913.—We, res- 
idents of the Yaqui valley, desire to 
State the following facts concerning 
the exodus of the American and other 
foreign residents fromthe Yaqui val- 
ley, Senora, Mexico, 
1913: 

“No uneasiness was felt by 
American residents until Consul Vail, 
of the United States of America, lo- 
cated at Guaymas, Sonora, personally 
visited Yaqui valley on September 8, 
1913, accompanied by Lieutenant J. R. 
Henlev, of the United States marines 
(in uniform) and exhibited a telegram 
dated Washington, D. C.,, August 27, 
1913, and signed by Secretary of State 
Bryan, which stated the president 
earnestly urged all Americans to leave 
Mexico, and that the United States 
steamship Buffalo was then walting at 
an adjacent polnt called Salinas, to 
embark all those desiring to leave. 
The consul added his personal advice 
that everyone avail themselves of the 
opportunity and conform to the presi- 
dent’s request. 

“Relying entirely upon these repre- 
sentations, we have abandoned our 
homes, together with real and personal 
Property of greater or leaser value. 

“Since about March 1, 1913 we'have 
been without train service or mails, 
and for that reason we could not intel- 


Sities of the case. Both contending 
factions in the present disturbances in 
Mexico have visited the Yaqui valley, 
but neither side has committed any 
overt act toward foreigners, nor dis- 
turbed our homes or property. Asidee 
from some wandering Dands of Yaqul 
Indians, temporarily out of control of 
the Mexican authorities, evrything 
has been peaceful. They have levied 
onthelrown nationality for necessary 
sustenance almost entirely’, and have 
only made requests in a few instances 
on foreign residents, and then in a 
formal manner to cover supplies not 
ayailable elsewhere, particularly hay. 

No Menace to Life or Preperty. 

“While the continued disturbéd con- 
|ditions paralyzed business generally, 
and made it impossible to realize re- 
turns upon any crops, thereby creating 
temporary financial embarrassment, 
nothing inthe attitude of etiher of the 
contending parties made the situation 
any particular menace to our lives or 
property. 

“Despite these conditions, we were 
continuing to harvest crops and pre- 
paring land for extensive fall planting. 
Knowing the attitudeof some persons 
to exaggerate facts for momentary 
personal notoriety, this statement is 
deemed expedient for all concerned. 

“We have left Mexico entirely un- 
der the urgency of the United States 
government, feeling that they had 
complete Knowledge of the situation 
throughout the republic of Mexico, and 
not desiring to in any way embarrass 
our government, we have complied 
promptly with their request to leav 
Mexico, thereby suffering substantial 
financial loss, and we algo feel that we 
are therefore justified and are relying 
upon the United States government to 
| protect our Mexican interests now and 
in the future.” 

Most of the refugees were des- 
jtitute when they boarded the ship 
| and many of them gave visible evi- 
| dence of privations experienced in the 
revolution-torn republic. 

According to Captain Von Blamer, 
of the cruiser, there is litthe danger to 
Americans in the Mexican ports he 
visited. The refugees, he said, left 
iMexico because of President Wilson's 
warning. 

Hunger, not bullets, was the enemy 
the refugees had to fight in Mexico. 
The pinched faces of the children 
aboard the Buffalo showed that nour- 
ishing food was scarce. | 

R. W. Vail, of Los Angeles, Ameri- 
can consul at Guaymas, was among the 
passengers. 

“I came north,” he said, “because of 
the illness of a relative. The consul 
has fifty American citizens to look 
after. They remained at Guaymas of 
their own free will.” 

What was considered an extreme 
case was that of J. J. Donovan and 
family who came from the Yaqui 
river country.
